Vfiet  ne  now  show  is  hut  one  *~rt  of  the  over-ell  oicture  of 
atrocities  against  ci^iliane  aM  crimes  agai  st  humanity  which  will 
enpear  more  fully  in  ohaso  of  the  -rosecution' s  case  hereafter  to 
he  oresentet  followin'  an  o:«nirg  statement  on  that  subject  by  Major 
,-elro  Looez ,  Associate  .-rosecut.or  for  tho  .hili>.:ines.  lat  is  now 
to  te  shown  deals  only  with  the  war  in  China. 

evidence  to  be  crnsented  will  show  t aat  'he  oirenaes 
against  civilians  included:  (l)  murder  and  Massacre;  (2)  Torture; 

(3)  vpe;  end  (4)  Soetery,  lootin'  and  w«nton  destruction  of  nrorerty. 
The  commission  of  these  crimes  against  humanity,  b:  J«oanese 
Troops,  took  ol°ce  in  every  orovlnce  in  occuoled  China  ard  covered 
the  entire  oeriod  from  1937  to  194F.  An  outstanUtvr  exairole  of  these 
acts  occurred  following  the  ’all  of  H»r>king,  December  13,  l-'?.  ****** 
all  resistance  on  the  oert  of  the  Chinese  military  forces  had  ceased. 
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en\  the  cit«  va.s  entirely  in  control  of  the  Japanese  army  under 
command  of  the  defiant  General  tfTSUI,  an  orgy  of  violence  and 
orine  began  an’  continued  une.betod  for  more  than  forty  day*.  The 
Japanese  soldiers,  -ith  full  knowledge  and  assent  of  their  commending 
o;'f lcere  end  of  the  high  Commend  in  Tokyo,  sought  by  -nean*  of  theee 
atrocities  to  crush  forever  all  '.’ill  to  reaiot  on  the  ">art  of  tne 
Chinese  oeople.  The  dotalls  of  » base  crimes  (which  *ave  come  histori¬ 
cally  to  be  known  collectively  p*  "The  daoe  of  ranking"),  will  be  shown 
by  the  evidence.  It  is  sufficient  et.  t.hl«  ooint  to  state  that  the 
crimes  included  numerous  instances  of  each  of  the  categories  whicu  I 
lv.vo  described,  namely,  Hurler  end  HeBaecr«,  Torture,  -iane  and 
Jobbery,  looting  and  wanton  destruction  of  orooerty. 

It  will  Vp  eho’  n  that  tne  conduct  of  the  Japanese  eoldiers  at 
nankin*  vas  no  isolated  instance.  It  «».s  tyoical.  Cf  the  numerous 
incidents  of  this  character,  the  Judicial  agencies  of  China  have 
officially  reported  more  than  95,000  separate  cases  perpetrated 
■•uring  the  period  from  1937  to  19«c  and  in  ever’  orovince  in  occupied 
China.  Fnowlodga  of  these  continuin'  atrocities  b>  Jaoanese  soldiers 
in  China  wes  brought  home  to  the  Jaoanese  High  Command  and  to  the 
Jap-nese  iovernmert  in  Tokyo.  Notwithstanding  frequent  notification 
and  protest,  the  atrocities  continued.  This  was  the  Japanese  pattern 
for  warfare.  These  atrocitiae  will  be  Presented  to  the  Tribunal  by 
»r.  Cavil  out  ton  of  the  Virginia  '-ar,  Col.  -  or  row,  Mr.  rarkir.eon, 


and  -or.  --.enry  Chiu  of  Chine. 
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It  will  be  further  shown  that  a*  a  part  of  their  plan  to 
subjugate  China,  the  Japanese  leaders  used  ooium  and  narcotic*  a* 
weapon*  to  prepare  for  and  to  further  aftgreseion  in  China.  This  wa* 
in  violation  of  obligations  of  the  three  Conventions  relating  to  the 
suopresnion  of  ooium  nnl  narcotic  drugs  which  are  now  in  evidence  as 
ibchihlts  *00.  17,  18  and  19,  of  which  Jaoan  was  a  signatory. 

Our  evidence  will  prove  that  in  advance  of  Japanese  armed 
aggression  in  any  •'rod.  Japsnes®  agents,  military  and  civilian,  engaged 
in  widesore»d  illegal  traffic  in  ooium  and  narcotics,  not  only  in 
Japanese  concessions  but  in  all  parts  of  China.  Such  agents  intro- 
luced  the  production  of  heroin,  morohlne  and  other  opium  derivatives 
into  areae  where  such  uee  had  not  been  prevalent  before.  They  operated 
almoet  with  immunity  because  of  the  then  existence  of  Japanese  extra¬ 
territoriality  right*  in  China.  The  intent  and  the  effect  of  thi* 
illegal  activiv*  as  to  neutralise  or  completely  defeat  Chinese 
..ttemete  to  control  the  dru*  menace.  The  physical  effect  of  drug 
addiction  ie  so  veil  kr-o\/n  as  to  make  it  clear  that  the  Japanese 
intended  to  render  millions  of  Chinese  listless  end  incompetent  to 
resist  aggression. 
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The  official  character  of  th<s  lll<\cal  activity  Is  indicated 
by  the  repeated  failure  of  Jacntse  conjule.r  authorities  to  take 
positive  notion  to  orevent  Jaonese  nationals  from  engaging  in  narootio 
traffic,  or  to  ounish  adequately  Japanese  nationals  aoorehended  for 
narcotic  violatlcns  by  Chinese  or  other  police.  This  failure  ie 
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In  shpro  contrast  with  the  drastic  action  tpken  by  Japanese  authorities 
In  cases  where  Ja^rese  nationals  aoli  narcotics  to  Japanese. 

It  will  be  shown  that  as  the  Jaoa.nese  achieved  domination 
of  each  area  In  China,  th»t  area  served  as  a  basis  of  operations  for 
a  narcotics  offensive  against  the  next  area  merged  for  that  form  of 
erred  aggression  which  the  Japanese  call  ''xacif  Icatlon'*.
